Defense  General  Supply  Center 
is  having  problems  in  Obtaining  stock  replenishment  of  subject  containers. 
T)iis  causes  an  out -of  -stock  position  and  a  sizeable  back  order  position.  New 
procurement  cannot  be  expected  to  alleviate  this  situation  until  after 
January  1975 •  Upon  receipt  of  new  procurement  the  price  will  increase  from 
$3*82  to  approximately  $8.00  per  can.

L.  M^DEL_r6602  GAS  ENGINE. 

a.  It  has  been  noted  that  the  Model  r6602  gas  engine  mounted  in  M52,  M54,  M55, 
M62  and  M543  vehicles  generally  uses  an  excessive  amount  of  oil.  This  problem 

was  discussed  with  a  representative  of  Tank.  Automotive  Command.  The  following 
recommendation  was  made  by  TACOMs 


BCA  smooth  running  engine  with  no  loss  of  power,  good  compression (XI 0  pounds) 
and  good  spark  plug  color  should  not  be  changed  f  :r  reason  of  oil  e©nsurapti 
alosngo  A  high  oil  consumption  has  been  a  constant  problem  with  this  engine,  even 
those  engines  that  have  been  through  depot  rebuild,,  It  is  the  opinion  of  TAC'M 
that  these  engines  should  continue  in  service  as  long  as  oil  consumption  is  the 
only  fault/8 

b„  The  above  information  plus  ESC  limitations  should  be  reviewed  prior  to 
any  evacuation  of  a  vehicle  containing  this  engine  to  GSMS,
